Charging the battery 

/ The included battery charger (AC cable type 
or plug-in type) differs depending on the region 
where you purchased the camera. 
If you received a plug-in type battery charger, 
plug it directly into an AC outlet.

This is a fully 
automatic mode that allows you to take a picture 
suited to the scene by simply pressing the shutter 
button. Settings in the shooting function menu are 
not available in mnw mode.

Battery 

"The camera does not work even when 
battery is installed." 

• Insert recharged battery in the correct direction. 

"Charging the battery" (p. 10), "Loading the battery 
and the xD-Picture Card™ (sold separately) into the 
camera" (p. 11) 

• Battery performance may have been reduced 
temporarily due to low temperature. Take the battery 
out of the camera and warm them by putting them in 
your pocket for a while. 

Card/Internal memory

"No picture is taken when the shutter 
button is pressed."

To save battery power, the camera automatically goes 
into sleep mode and the monitor turns off if there is 
no operation for 3 minutes when the camera is turned 
on. No picture is taken even if the shutter button is 
fully pressed in this mode.

• The movement of the lens may make a noise even 
if the camera is not being operated because the 
autofocus function is active when the camera is ready 
to shoot.

Adjust the brightness while viewing the screen for 
taking the picture. Normally, taking pictures of white 
subjects (such as snow) results in images that are 
darker than the actual subject. Use the |2 button to 
adjust in the positive (+) direction to express whites 
as they appear. 

When taking pictures of black subjects, on the other 
hand, it is effective to adjust in the negative (-) 
direction.

Camera care 

Exterior 

• Wipe gently with a soft cloth. If the camera is 
very dirty, soak the cloth in mild soapy water and 
wring well. Wipe the camera with the damp cloth 
and then dry it with a dry cloth. If you have used 
the camera at the beach, use a cloth soaked in 
clean water and wrung well. 

Monitor 

• Wipe gently with a soft cloth. 
Lens 

• Blow dust off the lens with a commercial blower, 
then wipe gently with a lens cleaner. 

Battery/Charger 

• Wipe gently with a soft, dry cloth. 

/ Do not use strong solvents, such as benzene 
or alcohol, or chemically treated cloth. 

/ Mold may form on the lens surface if the lens is 
left dirty. 

Storage 

• When storing the camera for extended periods, 
remove the battery, AC adapter and card, and 
keep in a cool, dry place that is well ventilated. 

• Periodically insert the battery and test the 
camera functions. 

/ Avoid leaving the camera in places where 
chemical products are handled since this may 
result in corrosion. 



Battery and charger 

• This camera uses one Olympus lithium-ion 
battery (LI-42B/LI-40B). No other type of 
batteries can be used.
